They said that the father 
had marked out a career in international 
law for his son. 

Henry Chang, the son of Chang Yin- 
Tang, the newly appointed minister to 
the United States, started after his 
yraduation to China, but is expeeted to 
return to Washington when Minister 
Chang takes up his duties there. The 
American educational spirit of the new 
minister is exhibited by the fact that he 
required his son to pret his preparatory 
training here both in a private school and 
also in a Washington public school. 

Chang the elder was born in Canton in 
1854. His training for public life began 
When he was with his unele, who was 
military governor of Chikiang province. 
Ile won two college degrees and became 
under-secretary in the grand secretariate 
in Peking. was later consul-general at 
San Francisco in 1889 and charge d’af- 
faires to Spain in 1900, 

He then returned to China and was at- 
tached to a special mission to Calcutta 
with Tang Shao-yi, negotiator of the 
Anglo-Thibet treaty of 1903-5. He next 
served as imperial high commissioner to 
inwestigate affairs in Thibet in 1905, and 
became resident minister of China in that 
province until 1907. 

lis government next made him am- 
bassador plenipotentiary to Simla to ne- 
gotiate the commercial treaty between 
India and Thibet, and after a vear’s res- 
idence there for that purpose he re- 
turned to China in 1908 and was made 
deputy vice-president of the board of 
foreign affairs, the Wai-wu-pu. Besides 
his son, Minister Chang and wife have 
three daughters, who will accompany 
_ them to Washington in a few months. 
His son, Henry Chang, is expected to 
take up the study of international law 
in Enrope. 

From what was said among the min- 
ister’s friends, the appointment to Wash- 
ington not consimered a promotion, 
but it is supposed to have special sig- 
nifjeance in view of the larger American 
participation in the development of 
China, with which Chang has had long 
and varied experience. They also held 
pratifving assurance that the recall of 
Wu Ting-fang purported nothing but 
further honors to him in the 
home government.

Ww ASHINGTON—The total production 
of coal in Illinois in 1908, according to 
statistics collected by E, W. Parker of 
the United States geological survey, 
under cooperative agreement with the 
Jilinois geological survey, was 47,659,690 
short tons, having a spot value of 
$40,058 247, as compared with 47,798,621 
tons in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1007, and 51,317,146 tons during 1907, 
a deerease of 7.13 per cent, compared 
with 1907, or of 1,612,762 short tons, 
compared with 1908, 

The percentage of decrease in Illinois’ 
production, both in quantity and value, 
was much smaller than in any other im. 
portant coal-producing state, because 
manufacturing industries which depend 
on Illinois coals for fuel were Jess influ- 
enced by the depression, while there was 
fittle or no falling off in the demand for 
domestic consumption. The decline in 
the average price per ton—from §].07 in 
1907 to $1.05 in 1908—was due princi- 
pally to the more exacting demands of 
consumers for screened coal, leaving un- 
usually large quantities of slack as a 
waste product. The inability to dispose 
of the slack coal made the cost of the 
marketed product higher. 

The number of men employed in 10908 
was 68,035, who worked for an average 
of 185 days, as compared with 65,581 
men, who worked for an average of 218 
days in 1907. The average daily produc- 
tion Of each man employed in 1908 was 
374 tons, an increase of 0.2 ton over 
1007. In 1908 there were 1217 machines 
in use, and the machine-mined product 
amounted to 15,045,004 short tons, or 
$1.5; per cent of the total, an increase of 
2.18 per cent over 1907, 

According to an estimate by M.

FARMING CONGRESS 


10 ALL COUNTRIES 


Secretary's Letter Announces 
International Exhibit to Be 
Held During Meeting at 
Billings, Mont., in October. 


GOVERNORS TO TALK 


BILLINGS, Mont.—An official call has 
been issued by John T. Burns, secretary 
for the fourth dry farming congress, to 
be held here Oct. 26-28. This call has 
gone as an invitation to the rulers of all 
nations, agricultural departments of all 
countries, Governors of all states and 
to the various organizations identified 
with or interested in agricultural de- 
velopment. 

The call states the objects of the 
congress to be discussion of methods by 
which non-irrigated lands may be profit- 
ably cultivated, the creation of closer 
cooperation between government and 
state experts in charge of the dry farm- 
ing experimental work and actual far- 
mers of the arid districts and the en- 
largement of plans for carrying on a 
great educational propaganda and the 
encouragement of legislation for’ the 
benefit of the agricultural regions of 
the world. 

The congress will be essentially an 
agricultural and development meeting. 
A notable feature will be “Governors’ 
day,” when chief executives of many 
Western states will deliver addresses. 
Many foreign nations will participate in 
the program. 

An important feature of the congress 
will be the second international dry 
farming exposition Oct. 25-29. 
bition committee, with members in all 
foreign countries represented in the con- 
gress, is making active and elaborate 
preparations for exhibits of dry farmed 
products repreventing the arid districts 
of the world. The people of Billings are 
making preparations for the entertain- 
ment of delegates and visitors upon a 
most hospitable scale. A general infor- 
mation bureau will be established, which 
will supply descriptive literature and 
general information in response to all 
inquiries addressed to Secretary Burns. 
The call is signed by Frank C. Bowman, 
chairman of the national executive com- 
mittee of the congress, and P. B. Moss, 
chairman of the Montana board of con- 
trol. 

In addition to the government officials 
and various commercial and agricultural 
organizations to which this call is sent 
Mr. Burns is sending it to 30,000 indi- 
vidual farmers and others interested in 
the agricultural development of the 
West. 


MINERAL REPORT 
FOR MISSISSIPPI 


Government Geological Sur- 
vey Says State Possesses 
Large Deposits, but Clay 
Industry Can Be Increased.

W ASHINGTON—The 
ment of the mineral resources of Missis- 


develop- 


| sippi is attributed by A. F. Crider, the 


author of a report on the geology and 
mineral resources of that state, in 
large part to the fact that for a long 
period there was no state geological sur- 
vey. The report issued by the United 
States geological survey contains detailed 
descriptions of present sources of produc- 
tion. 

The author points out that Mississippi 
possesses large deposits of excellent raw 
material on which to base extensive 
cement and clay-working industries. Ac- 
curate mapping and testing and definite 
knowledge concerning distribution and 
composition of these raw materials will 
encourage capital to develop them. De- 
posits of iron ore are known to exist, 
and tests of their quantity and quality 
would be of great value to the state. 
Ocher, glass sand, tripoli, and fuller’s 
earth occur, apparently in deposits of 
workable size. 

The most important mineral industry 
of Mississippi based on her clay resources 
is not yet so well developed as the 
abundant supplies of good clays would 
justify. Difficulties in regard to trans- 
portation and markets have retarded the 
growth of these industries. Recent and 
prospective improvements in railroads 
and the steady growth of this section 
will doubtless aid the brick and pottery 
industries. 

The report, which can be obtained free 
of charge by writing to the direetor of 
the United States geologieal survey, con- 
tains many anaiyses of Mississippi clays 
and a preliminary geologic map of the 
state.

They Declare the Present

WASHINGTON—Many of the oppo- 
nents of the present House rules declare 
that those rules and the failure to over- 
haul them, and the latk of success of 
the downward revisionists of the tariff 
in carrying out their program, are inti- 
mately bound up together. 

Many Republicans, and Democrats too, 
go #o far as to say that the tariff will 
never be revised properly so long as 
the House rules give the speaker power 
to make up committees and to reward 
those who do his bidding and to punish 
those who resist. They say also that 
what is true of the tariff is true of other 
legislation; that beneficial legislation 
regarding corporations and railroads can- 
not be expected if the rules continue to 
put it in the hands of the speaker to 
dictate the course of things in the 
House. 


Representative Haugen of Iowa, a 
stanch Republican, has just had inserted 
in the Congressional Record a speech in 
which he says that the tariff measure 
cannot be called Republican, and that 
he knows that it is merely the result of

Capt. F. S. White, After

PLANT NEEDS LIME 


DALLAS, Tex.—‘“For the last few 
months the people of this country have 
been unusually interested in wheat and 
wheat products. This has come about 
from the high prices that have obtained 
for these staples of life for some time,” 
said Capt. Fulton S. White, agricultural 
and horticultural agent of the Frisco- 
Rock Island system, in regard to the 
wheat crops of the United States. “A 
short crop was the trouble and is going 
to continue to be the trouble unless the 
farmers change their present methods of 
wheat growing. This shortage comes 
from ho weed causes. A neglect to pre- 
pe weed bed and a careless selection

ered samples of wheat and have these 
in my collection. While in South Dakota 
I found wheat six feet tall, but for want 
of lime in the soil the wheat had to be 
harvested before it was ripe to save any 
grain at all. In Colorado, where lime 
is abundant, the wheat will stand a week 
after it is ready to harvest and not fall. 

“Again, if there are those who ques- 
tion this I would invite them to compare 
the color and elasticity of the straw of 
the wheat grown in Colorado, Canada, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Tennessee and 
other sections where lime is used with 
samples from sections where no atten- 
tion has been given to liming the soil. 
I secured samples of wheat from crops 
in Pennsylvania that thrashed 52 bush- 
els of fine, plump grain per acre. The 
same soil 30 years ago would give only 
8 or 10 bushels pcr acre. I secured 
samples in Colorado from crops that 
gave 72 bushels per acre. 

“But we must also have nitrogen, pot- 
ash and phosphorus, and these should be 
well balanced in soil; but above all we 
should have incorporated in the soil a 
sufficient supply of organic matter for 
making the other plant foods more read- 
ily available or soluble. Remember that 
soils vary greatly and each should be 
treated according to its individual needs. 

“The government report just issued 
Ligives us 703,000,000 bushels for 1909, 
this year’s crop.

“I want to say a few words here for 


Durum wheat. Here, in my opinion, is 


where the farmers of the West have 


their greatest opportunities and profits 
in wheat growing. We will have to re- 
inforce our bread supply 
more of this wheat. There has been a 
fight against this wheat. I made a 
special visit to interview the greatest 
millers of this coyntry about this wheat. 
They said: ‘It won’t make the elastic 
loaf that our people want; it has too 
much gluten and not enough starch. 
When our women attempt to make bread 
of it, it gets between their fingers and 
sticks so tight that they can’t get it 
off.” But I have been keeping a close 
watch and find that these objections 
have largely disappeared. 

“I visited a miller recently who had 
equipped ‘his mill with machinery for 
grinding this wheat. He stated that he 
had worked up a great trade for flour, 
but could not buy a bushel of the wheat, 
yet was in the market for cars of it. 
Last year we sold to the Mediterranean 
region 10,000,000 bushels right in the 
home of the Durum wheat, and could 
have sold 100,000,000 bushels just as well 
if we ofily had the wheat. 

“But again, as to the gluten argument, 
I firid that after Dorum wheat lias been 
properly grown in this country for se¥- 
eral years on our clay soils, rich in lime 
and potash, that it only requires about

Fulham Palace 


Fulham palace is of special interest 
to Americans because it was in the li- 
brary there that the famous Bradford 
manuscript or history of the Plymouth 
plantation lay 60 long.: and it was the 
Bishop ot London who finally granted 
to Ambassador Bayard that the book be 
restored to Massachusetts. 

Fulham palace, in the grounds of which 
lately part of the great English church 
pageant was presented, has been the 
summer residence of the bishops of Lon- 
don for the past 300 years, says the Lon- 
don Chronicle. Nearly every bishop of 
London has made some slight addition 
to it. Its medieval character is empha- 
sized by the moat, nearly a mile in cir- 
cuit, surrounding the palace and grounds 
and to which tradition gives still greater 
antiquity by identifying it with the 
trench around the Danish camp in 879, 
when, as the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle re- 
lates, “qa body of pirates (the Danes) 
drew together and sat down at Fullan- 
hamme, by the Thames, where they 
stayed until 880.”

previous fiscal year was considerable, yet 
considering the advantage of closer proxim- 
itv, and hence the possibility of quicker deliv- 
ery and lower treights that this-country has 
over Europe in the trade with Jamaica, and 
above all that the Jamaican taritf apples to British and any other 
foreign goods precisely as it does to American, the share as given 
appears far from satisfactory. 

Of the foodstutfs imported by Jamaica, three fifths were American 
goods and two fifths British. It is obvious that the .\merican per- 
centage should be much-higher; there can be little doubt that among 
the foodstutfs imported from England there are items of American 
produce. Quite unfavorable is the American rece of manu- 
factured goods: the United Kingdom furnished $5,000,000 worth, 
the United States only $3,000,000 worth. 

Thorough inquiries recently made by the .American consul 
the capital have brought to light the principal causes of this unsatis- 
factory condition, and it appears that the list is headed by the ques- 
tion of credits. It is the same complaint that comes from Latin 
America, that the terms of payment granted by .\merican houses are 
far less liberal than those of their European competitors; that thev 
are in fact. quite frequently prohibitive of large dealings. Whuile 
British houses are willing to give six months, Americans will not go 
bevond sixty or even thirty day s. Defective packing, lack of com- 
petent traveling salesmen and of trade journals, and inaccuracies of 
price quotations are other complaints made frequently enough. How- 
ever, the investigation has also elicited the islanders’ general approval 
of American goods and patterns and their desire for dealing more 
largely with the United States. 

Jamaica's future 1s bound up with the Panama canal, on the 
completion of which the island is bound to become one of the most 
important way stations of the globe. If Americans will study the 
possibilities of this market, their enterprise can turn it into a unique 
emporium of manufactures and supplies from the United States.

ALTHOUGH the President's trip across the 
South, from San Antonio, Tex., to Alex- 
andria, Va., will close his grand tour of the The 
country, and will not take place until late 
October and early November, the people of 
the communities of Dixie where he intends 
to visit are already planning to give him a 
hospitable reception. From all that can be 
learned at this time, it seems to be the pur- 
pose of those in charge of the arrangements 
to adhere as closely as possible to local and characteristic customs, 
and to render the form of the various receptions peculiarly southern. 

It is pleasing to be informed that everywhere along the route 
children are to play an important part in the welcome to be 
extended to the chief magistrate, and in his entertainment. With 
this feature of the program the President is in the closest sympathy. 
In common with those who are arranging matters so that the 
children shall be kept toward the front in every communal greeting, 
he recognizes the necessity and the value of enlisting the future men 
and women of the South in the cause of national harmony. 

Yet the President's trip through the South will not be devoted 
wholly to an interchange of social amenities. He will deliver 
numerous speeches, in which topics near to the South will be 
discussed. It 1s not necessary that either the President or his 
entertainers should attempt to disguise the fact that important 
political results are anticipated as an outcome of this tour. 

President Taft will not be the first of our national executives 
since the civil war to hold out the right hand of friendship to the 
South, but he is the first who has braved the traditions of his party 
and given practical expression to his professions of sympathy for 
the southern people. He is the first to invite them to participate 
in an adnumistration to which they are politically opposed.

It 1s expected that increases in prices due to the new tariff will 
be more noticeable than reductions. Hence notice only of increases 
will be given. The opinion of those well versed in such matters is 
that where there are reductions the people can find them for them- 
selves. 

FRIENDS of waterway transportation cannot 
complain if some of the statements made 
with reference to it by B. I. Yoakum, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the Rock 
Island railway company, in the course of 
his address before the Farmers Union of 
Oklahoma, at Shawnee, in that state, on 
Tuesday, were not encouraging. For the 
most part, it should be remembered, they 
are based on the report of Herbert Knox 
snuth of the department of commerce and labor. Mr. Yoakum 
could not very well ignore the facts. That the government has 
built about four thousand five hundred miles of canals, and that 
more than half, costing over $80,000,000, have been abandoned, 
too important an argument in favor of private ownership and man- 
agement of transportation lines, and too glaring a contrast between 
transportation as handled by the government and by the railroads, 
to be overlookcd by the spe aker or withheld from the farmer. 

The case of the Hlinois and Mississippi canal, of which the 
length is seventy-five miles, and which has cost to date, with interest 
at 3 per cent, $9,000,000, and through which a freight boat has 
never passed, calleck for mention in Mr. Yoakum’s address, as did 
also the vast expenditures of the government on western river 
improvements and the failure of these streams to attract new 
carrying business and to hold even that which they had before the 
improvements were made. All this was perfectly legitimate argu- 
Ment against the waterway policy that has been heretofore pursued, 
and frends of water transportation wall gain nothing by receiving 
it im an unfriendly spirit. As a railroad man, Mr. Yoakum could 
not be expected to avoid taking issue with the waterway promoters, 
and yet he said a very good word for the latter when he added to his 
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running summary of Herbert Knox Smith's figures this remark: 
“T favor improvements of our waterways to aid in the development 
of the country, but I favor them only when systematically and 
properly pl anned, and built in such a manner that they will perform 
the service for which the money is expended. Otherwise the expen- 
diture will be waste, not investment.” 

Now, this is only putting Herbert Knox Smiths recommenda- 
tion in another way. He holds that what is most needed at present 
is unification of our existing waterways. We have thousands of 
miles of waterways that begin and end nowhere, so far as the 
interests of commerce are concerned. Many of the waterways are 
completely isolated. There is no system. Between many waterways 
connection cannot be made at present without breaking bulk. KRail- 
roads constructed in the same manner would be bound to fail. It is 
the connections that a railroad commands that frequently give it its 
greatest value as a carrier. 

The plea for correction and unification of waterways made by 
Mr. Smith and joined in by Mr. Yoakum is really an indorsement 
of the lakes-to-gulf waterway movement, as this project is intended 
primarily t6 bring the Great lakes, the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries and the gulf of Mexico and the sea into one grand 
transportation system.

Bosphorus 
to the 

China Sea 


AMERICAN enterprise is reaching out to 
seize the awakening east by its two extremes, 
China and Turkey. In both fields the purely 
economic character of its efforts, the total 
absence of territorial ambitions or political 
aims, is its greatest asset next to the progres- 
siveness of its promoters. It 1s a coincidence 
that augurs well that the same day saw the 
hnal victory of American finance in _ the 
Chinese railroad loan in Peking and the tssu- 
ance of a call from the state department in Washington to seize the 
opportunities now offering in the Ottoman empire. 

Participation in the financing of the Hankow-Szechuen road will 
give American enterprise a foothold in the interior of the Chinese 
empire, while at the other end of Asia it has an opportunity of pene- 
trating Turkey's most inaccessible and jealously guarded region of 
Armenia. Here as there the same powers are engaged in a grapple 
lor supremacy. Anglo-French and German interests in Turkey are, 
if possible, more irreconcilable even than in China, and the issue is 
clhefly bound up with railroad expansion in Turkey, precisely as in 
China. But there is the fundamental difference that the ‘Turkish 
railroads possess a strategic value on which unquestionably depends 
the future control of the highway to India, with its colossal influence 
on the history of the world. The entry of American enterprise into 
this feld can only be regarded as an event of far-reaching effect in 
the direction of peace. 

Both of the railroads tor which American companies are endeav- 
ormg to secure concessions are intimately connected with the Bagdad 
railroad, the storm center of the Near Last. The one is intended 
to carry the northern German-built line in central Anatolia from its 
present terminus at .Angora across -\rmenia via Sivas and Harpoot 
to the city of Van, near the Persian frontier. The project of the 
Turkish ministry of public works inchides transverse branches to 
the Mediterranean in the south and to the Black sea in the north, 4nd 
notably a southeastern prolongation to the important though medieval 
cities of Diarbekir and Mossul, both of which were included in the 
original plan of the German bagdad railroad. The other line is to 
run from the port of Alexandrette in northern Syria to Aleppo, and 
thence to the upper Euphrates, connecting the Mediterranean with 
Mesopotania. This project virtually competes with the German 
Bagdad railroad trace across the Taurus range and northern Syria, 
and if successful it may radically change the aspect of the Bagdad 
railroad question. |

For instance, oe 
farm animals are rated at $30,000,000, dairy products over $25,- 
000,000, citrus fruits over $23,000,000, wheat nearly $19,000,- 
000, barley nearly $27,000,000, canned fruits over $15,000,000, 
dried fruits nearly $12,000,000. In addition, the output of minerals 
and other products such as petroleum is given as nearly $40,000,000 
and forest products over $23,000,000. The entire export production 
for 1908 for this state is given as over $405,000,000. 

The enthusiasm with which C alifornia people invariably speak 
of their section of the country and insist that its productiveness shall 
not be lost sight of is a splendid example for other localities. The 

“pull together” sentiment that seems to pervade the “Golden West” 
is admirable indeed, and the optimistic manner in which all regard 
the possibilities of the future, as well as the pardonable pride that 
they exhibit in pointing to the achievements of the past, is signific ant 
in all departments of business life. 

Among other things to be noted in and about the Pacitic coast, 
something perhaps of even greater importance than the productivity 
of the soil is the fraternal good fellowship and good feeling that 
seems to pervade the communities there. The varieties of their 
produce are of hardly greater interest than the varieties of good 
character manifested and the energy and perseverance exhibited 
in their general attitude toward those things that nmught elsewhere 
be regarded as almost insurmountable obstacles. 

Taking it all in all, California and her neighboring states have 
abundant reason to be enthusiastic, and their friends of what might 
be termed the more conservative sections of the country, looking out 
over the Pacific states, are glad to share their enthusiasm as the 
rightful heritage of the entire country.

Asso.utisM is doomed in Venezuela if the 
new constitution takes root in the nation. 
Signs are most favorable. The new cabinet 
and council of government just appointed by 
President Gomez are regarded as exception- 
ally ‘capable. of ushering in the net epoch 
of Venezuela’s: public life. And her cen- 
tehary of independence could: not.be better 
commemorated than by the enactment of a 
constitution that is designed to enhance the 
influence of Congress and to limit the power of the chief executive. 
Superseding Cipriano Castro’s constitution of 1904, the new order 
of things precludes a return of the dictatorial regime; it provides 
especially that Congress alone shall regulate the land and sea forces 
and have authority to declare war, while the President, at its bidding, 
must negotiate for peace. Further, all contracts for public interest 
or utility concluded by the President are henceforth to be void until 
approved by Congress, a measure that in view of Venezuela's cde- 
plorable entanglements in the past may be expected to place the 
domestic no less than the foreign affairs of this wonderfully rich 
country on an increasingly stable footing. 

With the limitation of the general powers vested in the chiet 
executive goes a reduction in the term of the presidency from s1x to 
four years. There is also a change in the electoral system; the 
intervention of an electoral body chosen by Congress is abolished and 
election by the two houses of Congress themselves is provided. A 
notable innovation, which more than anything else may be said to 
circumscribe the power of the chief executive, is the council of 
government, consisting of ten members who are elected by Congress 
at the same time as the President and who serve the same term. 
This new body has no parallel but the famous Council of Ten of the 
Venetian republic, a peculiar coincidence, since Venezuela was named 
for V enice. 

From the history of the Latin American republics it 1s plain 
that the success of this remarkable renovation depends almost wholly 
on the faithfulness, integrity and wisdom of the present chief 
executive and his immediate successors, who are to tide the country 
over until the new constitution shall have taken root. With President 
Gomez there is every ground for confidence. The high hopes placed 
on him by the Venezuelan people and by the trading nations of the 
world appear well founded. Government under him and his well- 
chosen, thoroughly capable cabinet is promising for one particular 
point that characterizes the radical nature of the reforms: the 
prohibition of all lotteries and public gambling, which had so long 
received governmental sanction and encouragement. Nowhere is 
the prospect of a strong and prosperous Venezuela after a hundred 
vears of turmoil more sincerely welcomed than im this country, to 
whose growing interests peace and good government are essential 
on the shores of the Caribbean sea. 
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
